Itis safe to say that Major Bacon will never be 
withdrawn from the convention. He will be one 
of the last contestants no matter who the other is. 
His friends are organized, determined, and will 
listen to no compromise and discuss no second 
choice. There are several gentlemen who favor 
Bacon, who declare that they will not encourage a 
prolonged contest, but the bulk of the Bacon men are 
making a straight out fight and will fight to the 
last ditch. 

The Boynton men do not talk as much, but ap- 
pear to be equally asdetermined, They had a very 
enthusiastic caucus last night, and may be relied 
on tostick. ‘“‘Spalding’s glue,’’ said one of them,

I donot hope to domuch with bis name for 
the first few ballots, but Crawford’s friends will 
appeal from the first passions of the convention to 
its sober second thought. He is the ablest man 
that has been suggested, he has friends in every 
county of the state, asa spotless record, and when 
either Bacon or Boynton is out he can be nomi- 
nated.”’

The Bacon Caucus. 

Last night the friends of Major Bacon held a 
caucus inthe dining room of the Markham house, 
to consider what plans they should adopt to pro- 
mote the cause of their favorite. The caucus seem- 
ed to be guarded into much stricter secrecy than 
any of theothers. A close inspection was made of 
all who entered, aud every effort was put forth to 
preventthe attendance ofany one but the known 
supporters of Colonel Bacon. Newspaper 
men were strictiy barred out. Colonel 
Bacon and others talked to the caucus in the most 
hopeful manner and urged the firmest sticking to 
the standard. A committee, whose final report will 
be made this morning, was appointed to select a 
candidate for chairman of the convention, and also 
to choose some one to present the name of Colonel 
Bacon to the convention. A call of the delegates 
and a count of those present or pledged is said ‘to 
have foeted up one hundred and thirty-three 
votes, After the caucus some of those who had 
participated in it were open in the expression of 
the belief that their man would have one hundred 
nd forty votes on the first ballot and would pass 
under the string on the second ballot. Itis under- 
stood that they will have anether caucus before 
they go into the convention to-day.

THE BILLIARD CONTEST, 


The Awarding of the Prizes—Vignaux’s Opluion o 

American Piaudita. 
CHIcAaGO, April 9.—The prizes offered the winners 
in the billiard tournament were awarded Saturday 
evening. A purse of $1,200 and a gold miniature 
billiard table, emblematic of the world’s champion- 
ship, was given to Jacob Schaeffer. The second 
prize, $800, was given to Maurice Vignaux, of 
France; the third prize, $500, to Morris 
Daly; the fourth prize, $300, to William 
Sexton, and the fifth prize, #200 to Alonzo Morris, 
The great French player takes his defeat much to 
neart, and to the associated press representative he 
declares that the honors were not fairly bestowed. 
He asserted that Schaeffer was allowed to make a 
push shot along the rail repeatedly. But he was 
particularly apgry at the referee in allowing 
Schaeffer, during his big run, to play whenthe 
balls were frozen, the same as though there was no 
contact. Vignaux also protests that 
he asked for a new set of halls 
in the contest with Schaeffer, but was overruled by 
the friends of the latter, and this against precedent, 
and throughout the struggle there seemed to be 
an endeavor to-organize a victory for the American 
player. He hasa’so a poor opinion of the plaudits 
of an American audienoe. In uproar, he declares, 


it exceeded the tumult at a Spanish bull 
tight, and though it might not affect the 
nerves .of an American player, partic- 


ularly if all was showered upon him, itis liable to 
disconcert a foreign contestant, asitdid him Vig- 
naux illustrated how certain excited individuals 
picked up chairsand pounded the flour with them 
to increase the uproar indulged in when Schaefer 
started outon hisrun. The features of the contest 
caused certain newspapers here to quote the opin- 
ions of various sporting authorities in the outlying 
belief against the game not being squarely 
contested, and intimating that Vignaux could 
easily have defeated his antagonist at two or 
three points in the game had he desired. Vignaux, 
in an interview, stoutly denied this and declared 
that he gave his best possible exhibition under all 
the circumstances, and if any chicanery was em- 
ployed it was without his knowledge and was in 
the nature of attempting to organize a victory for 
Schaefer before the game was opened. Schaefer in 
a published card . enies, as far as he is concerned 
orknows, that there was anything crooked in the 
game.

Au lateresting Case of National Bank Law Deeided— 
The Government Must Take Its Chaace. 
WASHINGTON, April 9.—The decision was render- 
ed by she United States supreme court to-day in the 
case of the Cock eounty national bank of Chicago, 
against the United States. The principal question 
in controversy was, whether the bank being insol- 
vent, the claim of the United States for moneys de- 
posited by the postmaster of Chicago is a pre- 
ferred Claim ornot. This court holds that the pro 
visions of the national bank act, section 5236 
revised statutes, have the effect of withdrawing the 
national banks that have failed from the class of 
insolvent persons out of whose estates the demands 
of the United States are to be paid, in preference 
to the ciaims of other creditors. The claims of the 
United States therefore, against an insolvent na- 
tional bank are pot entifled to priority of payment 
out of its assets, The court also answers in the neg¢- 
ative the question whether the United States have 
to Claim payment of theirdemand outof the sur- 
plus money remaining in the treasury of the bonds 
deposited as security for the circulating notes of 
the bank. The court holds that the bonds so depos- 
ited constitute a trust fund, and the trustee cannot 
set off against the funds held by him in that char- 
acter, his individual demand against a grantor of 
trust.

THE GRASSES. 


The Advantages of Bermaste Grass and How te Con- 
trol it. 


West Pornt, April 7.—Editors Constitution: 
I have long wished for a grass that would sod 
and be profitable as a grazing lot or for hay. 
The prejudice existing everywhere against 
bermuda grass has prevented tests being made 
with it. Itis the popular‘opinion that once 
ona farm you can never destroy or control 
it. l agree it cannot be profitably destroyed 
(neither will you want to destroy it after you 
learn its value), but it can be controlled in 
two ways on most every farm. Who is it 
that has not got a few acres of land sur- 
rounded by public roads, a small creek and a 
piecé of woodiand? It will not cross either of 


these. It does not seed, hence cannot b® car- 
ried by birds or stock. Again, land 
cultivated, say plowed four or five 


times annually can never sod with bermuda 
grass, although there may be some scattered 
all over it. It will not be more than the crap 
grass or poverty weeds, which, like bermuda 
grass, has never been destroyed. Once sodded 
the work is done for one hundred years. The 
grazing and hay continues to improve as the 
sod thickens and the land becomes richer, 
which it will do every year. ‘Tis better to 
have some bottoms and some uplands, espe- 
cially if you havea creek bottom, you aie 
afraid go cultivate, hence cannot utilize on 
account of the overflows washing away the 
newly plowed soil. By having bottoms and 
uplands vou have grazing through wet and 
dry seasons. Sucha piece of land is wortk 
more in bermuda grass than if planted in 
corn. The sod isso: tough itis never so wet 


but you can turn stock on it. Hence you 
save much by grazing your plow stock 
wet days. Horses, COWS, sheep and 


hogs are all equally fond of it, amd it 1s suth- 
ciently strong to fatten them when not at 
work. Itsprings up as early as any grass in 
the spring. You can graze it till winter or 
till your harvest fields are open, then take 
the stock off and mow it for hay in the fall 
for winter feed, or if the lands are rich it will 
grow up till fall after the frost, and cattle and 
mule-colts will subsist on it(thedry grass) all 
the winter and spring, after they have eaten 
your other crop pastures out. 

Mr. Editor, | would like to inquire through 
your paper how far south will it (bermuda 
grass) grow successfully? It appears to me 
if it is sodded on. the low rich lands below the 
frost line, say in south Georgia aad Plorida, 
it would grow, keep green for grazing the 
yearround. There is no better feed forstock 
that is not at labor, or a mule grazed on it at 


night will keep fat on one square meal of 
corn at noon. I do think bermuda grass is 


worth as much for stock-raising in Georgia 


in Kentucky. Any farmer can‘ find some 
piece of land so surrounded that he can con- 
trol it. Let every farmer try one or two 
Put it on

Mr. Alex. Crawford, of New Castle, Pa., and Mr. 
Cyrus Clarke, owning large bodies of coal and tim- 
ber landsin Fentress and Morgan counties, have 
been for some time past having the different routes 
for the above railroad made by their surveyors.

This route from Sparta up the Calf-killer river and 
tothe old Bledsoe stand, and on to the Cincinnati 
Southern railroad, near Sunbright, is decid@dly the 
cheapest and best route to be had for a railroad 
across the plateau of the Cumberland mountains, 
and will pass through fine bodies of poplar, white 
oak, chesnut, oak and pine timber, and over contin- 
uous beds of fine neal and wou d eventually be 
tapped by the railroad from Nashville to the Cin 
cinnati Southern railroad between the old Johnson 
aid kB edsoe stands. 

A scheme is on foot that promises early and large 
operations for the development of Bledsoe county’s 
mineral wealth, and also the building of the long- 
expected railroad from Victoria to Pikeville. A 
company has been organized by several middle 
Tennessee gentlemen for the working of 15,000 or 
20,000 acres of rich mineral land lyingin the county 
named, and no great distance from Pikeville. Ne- 
gotiations forthe land are now pending, Mr. Cam. 
Whitthorne, of Columbia, accompanied by 
Professor Henry E. Cotton, having vis- 
ted and looked over it within the past week, 
and will doubtless be closed in a few days. The 
same company purposes also an effort to build the 
railroad to Pikeville, and the N., C.and St, L. eom- 
pany can be counted upon for liberal assistance 
whenever it becomes epparent that the mining 
operations are to be opened in good earnest, There 
is some talk, also, of the company leasing a tract 
of some 9,000 acres near Darwin, for which a con- 
tract may possibly be closed to-day. It is thought 
that the Cincinnati Southern railroad will help to 
supply transportation facilities for the product of 
this tract, which is thought to be very rich in coal 
and iron.

HOWARD CONVICTED. 


The Jury Return a Verdict Against the Former Assis« 
‘tant Post:office Registry Cierk. 

The trial of William H. Howard inthe United 
States court Was concluded yesterday with a ver- 
dict of guilty. Howard was tried on an indictment 
containing four counts, the principal gne of which 
was the theft of a registered letter sent from Carters. 
ville to Atlantaon the second of November, 1881° 
The letter contained $280, sent by the postmaster at 
Cartersville for deposit in the Atlanta office, that 
office being the depository for a large number of 


offices adjecent to the city. Howard was at the 
time of the theft assistant registry clerk in the At- 
lanta office. The loss of a considerable amount of 
mail about that time coupled with the fact that 
Howard was spending money freely directed suspic- 
ion to him and he was arrested by Chief Postoftice 
Inspector John Frey. Howard wastried at the last 
term of court but a mistrial was the result, the jury 
remaining out a week The case came up for trial 
again on the 2%th of March and the jury after near- 
lv two days work was secured and 
was made up as follows: M. G, Whitlock, president 
of Kennesaw mills company; Wiley Roberts, a far- 
mer of Cobb county; R. L. Johnson, a nurseryman 
of Fulton; M. C. Few, a farmer; Alfred C. Turner, 
a clerk at the cotton compress; John A. Bridwell, 
A mason residing on Hunterstreet; P. K. Phillip, a 
farmer of DeKalb; J. E. Pate, works at Oakland 
cemetery; Thomus H, Williams, grain and produce 
broker cu Peachtree; Steven Jones, a colored drav- 
men: John W. Buchanan. an engineer; Willis G. 
Bobo, a Marietta grocer. The case occupied twelve 
daysinits trialand during that time until four 
o'clock yesterday the jury never left the the court- 
house nor even the circuit court room floor. They 
had beds in a room in the building and ther meals 
were sent tothem from a hotel near by.. The case 
was given tothe jury at half past six saturday after- 


noon and nothing more Was heard of 
the jury until yesterday morning when they 
asked Judge McCay for information on some 
points of law. The information was given and 


they again retired to their room. -At five minutes 
after four o’clock yesterday afternoon the an- 
nounpcement was made that the jury had agreed. 
The twelve men filed into the court room. The 


foreman of the jury, Mr. Whitlock, handed the in- 
dictment to Mr. Boyd, the clerk, who took it and 


repared to read. Howard appeared concerned 
the many expected an acquittal. Mr. Boyd read: 
“We, the jury, find the defendant guilty on the 
first count, but recommend him to the merey of the 
court. On the second, third and fourth counts not 
guilty.’’ 

When tne verdict was read Howard turned as 
pale asasheet. Mr. Hoke Smith, one of his coun- 
sel, arose and moved the court have the jury 
polled. It wasdone, andas each man’s name was 
called he answered that the verdict as read was his 
verdict. ‘The defendant’s counsel then gave notice 
of a motion for new trial and 
this morning will notify Judge MeCay notice of the 
time desired to prepare the motion. After the ver- 
dict was read Howard Was teken in charge by Mr. 
Chap Norris and carried to jail where he spent the 
night, and where he will remain until the further 
order of the court. The penalty for Howard’s 
offense is from two to ten yearsin the Erie county 
penitentiary at Buffalo, New York. The letter 
which he is convicted of stealing was the Carters- 
ville package referred to and contained $280 of post: 
office money, and $7.25 sent by Ey T. O’Conner, of 
Cartersvilie, to W. G. Robinson, of Atlanta. How- 
ard was very angry yesterdeyand swore coasidera- 
bly as be was being takento jail. He is quitea 
young man, and is well connected. 

The fir-t ballot of the jury was taken Saturday 
night, and stood eight for convietion and ur for 
acquittal. After some discussion SundayWorning 
another ballot was taken which resulted nine for 
conviction and three foracquittal, At nine o'clock 
Sunday night the third ballot was taken with the 
same result as that of the forenoon. After this no 
other ballot was taken until uine o’clock vesterday 
morning when one of the jurors who had thereto- 
fore veen for acquittal, changed and voted for coa- 
viction, the ballot standing tén for conviction, and 
two foracqguittal. At eleven o’elock another ballot 
was taken, another juror changing his vote from 
acquittal to conviction. Not many minutes had 
elapsed before the sixth ballot was taken which re- 
sulted in Howard's conviction.

THE TREZEVANT CLAIM. 


SOME POINTS OF INTEREST ABOUT 
THE MATTER, 


— 


Why Comptroller Lawrence Refuses to Pay the Money 
Declared Due tothe State—His Reliance On an 
Old Decisien—How Mr. Tuggie Met His 
Objections — A Good Chance. 


Saturday Mr. W. 0. Tuggle passed through At- 
lanta on his way to LaGrange, from Washington. 
He went there about two weeks ago at the request 
of Governor Boynton, to sce what could be done 
to secure the payment of the Trezevant claim. Mr. 
Tuggle informed the ‘governor that he did not 
think this claim could be included in his contract 
with the state under any fair construction and he, 
therefore, . made no claim to the con- 
tingent fee that will be due the 


state’s agent when the claim is paid. He went to 
Washington at hisown expense and bore his own 
expenses while there. He made a full survey of the 
whole caseand did very excellent work for the 
State. 

VW hen the bill passed congress to pay Georgia the 
$55,555.55 due on the claim it wentto the second 
comptroller of the treasury who certined that Geor- 


gia was entitled to this sum under 
the act. He _—ithen referred the case 
to the first comptroller, Judge Lawrence, 


and askedif the state was indebted to the general 
government. Judge Laurence was about to de- 
clare that the state was soindebted and to remand 
the claim to the second comptroller with the opin- 
ioa that the sum whose paymentit provided ought 
to be credited on the $584.000 claimed from the 
state on account of the land tax levied for the sup- 
port of the late war. The hitch in the matter and 
Judge Lawrence’s rumored intention to decide 
against the state caused considerable apprehension 
for the claim. As soon as Mr. Tuggle reached 
Washington he wentto Comptroller Laurence and 
asked what was going to be done. A full conier- 
ence was had between them and the comptroller 
put his case in a strong light. Several years ago an 
effort was made tocredit anotherclaim of Georgia 
on the alleged land tax. Mr. Tuggle argued that 
case before Mr. Porter, the then comptroller of the 
treasury and took the position that the land tax 
was nota tax levied on the state as a corporation 
but on the land of citizens lying within the bounds 
of the state. Mr. Porter agreed to this view and 
ordered the money paid. Buta new difficulty is 
found by Judge Lawrence. He says that in 1865 
Mr. Taylor, then comptrollerof the treasury, certi- 
fied in answer to an inquiry that the 
state of Georgia was indebted to _ the 
general government. This certificate, says Judge 
Lawrence, stands gn fileand he cannot disregard 
it. But Mr. Tuggle urged that Comptroller Taylor 
had allowed the claim of $199,000 rebate to the 
state on overvalued cars sold to her by the govern- 
ment when it gave up the State road. He further 
declared that Georgia had no existence as a state 
in 1868, and fortunately found a speech made in 
congress by Judge Lawrence at that time, in which 
he took that position. 

Comptroller Lawrence admitted that he held that 
position still and said he would not have decided as 
did Mr.Taylor. However,hecould not overlook the 
decision. Itstands there and can only be reversed 
bya higher tribunal. Then Mr. Tuggle argued 
that Comptrollor Taylor hsd exceeded his authori- 
ty. This point he argued very forcibly, as his 
printed argument shows. He took the additional 

sition that in speaking of Georgia Mr. Taylor re- 
ferred to Georgia geographically and not politically. 
and maintained it well. Judge Lawrence has 
promised to make a thorough and careful examina- 
tiou of all the facts and records in the case before 
he decides it. second comptroller, Upton, seems 
to be in favor of the payment of the claim. The 
payment must at last be made by him and the 
first comptroller merely gives his opinion as to the 
legality of the claim. It is thought 
that there will be a figh ing chance, 
even if Comptroller Lawrence decides agaiust the 
claim. But Mr. Tuggle is encouraged, and thinks 
that there is a very good chance that Judge Law- 
rence will not standin the way. Mr. Tuggle’s ser- 
vices in Washington have no doubt put the case in 
as favorable a light as possible, and the payment of 
the long delayed claim seems certain after all.
